Secretary Alger Says He Will Make It 
a Rule Not to Enlist Organizations, 


Nor Observe Local or State 


Lines. 
Getting 1,000 


Men a Week. 


Washington, June 29.—A decision to 


send re-enforcements to Major General 
Otis, beyond the limit of SS',000 men 
fixed by that office* as necessary to 
quell the rebellion In the Philippines, 
was reached at a conference held at the 
White House. Secretary Alger says that 
General Otis will have 40,000 men wh«n 
the rainy season closes, for a resumption 
of active operations. 


The plan adopted is to continue the 


enlistment of recruits at th« regular 
army recruiting stations "beyond the 
limit of 65,000 regulars authorized by 
the army reorganization act. The men 
thus secured will be charged on the rolls 
to the provisional volunteer, force of 
35,000. 
No limit feaa been placed on the 


number of enlistments to be mad« in 
excess of 65,000. 
The officers in chargt; 


of recruiting men for the regular ser- 
vice say that the limit of 65,000 men has 
been reached. This number is exclusive 
of 2600 men of the hospital corps and- 500 
general recruits, who, according to a 
recent decision of the comptroller of the 
treasury, are not* to be Charged against 
the authorized strength of the regular 
army. Under that decision the regular 
army now consists of 68,100 men, and all 
these have bften secured. 


If enlistments are made at the rate 


that continued up to the time the limit 
was reached, about 1000 additional troops 
will be enlisted every week. 
It is ex- 


pected, however, that an official an- 
nouncement that the army wants re- 
cruits for service in the Philippines will 
result in a great increase^ in enlistments 
over the rate of recruiting for the reg- 
ular service. These additional men will 
under the present arrangement, occupy 
an anomalous position in the military 
service. 
They will be enlisted prac 


tically as regulars.^and yet be borne on 
the rolls of the provisional voluntee: 
army. 


Volunteers will not lje accepted in or 


g-amzations. Secretary Alger is 
dft 


termined to adhere to that rule. Look- 
ing over the act of congress, he has con 
eluded that the authorization to rais> 
these volunteer troops "at large" indi 
cates a purpose on the part of congress 
to follow out the plan successfully oper 
ated in the case of the immune regi- 
ments. It iss the present purpose to dis 
regard state and local lines in securing 
the recruits and welding them into or- 
ganizations. Regiments will be desig 
nated the First, Second, Third, etc. 
volunteer United States infantry or 
cavalry. No difficulty is anticipated in 
securing the men needed. It is believed 
that the 1000 men who are weekly offer 
ing themselves at the recruiting offices 
will be even more willing to enter the 
army as two-year volunteers than as 
long term regulars. 


Officers for these volunteer regiments 


will be obtained by promoting officers 
now in the regular army and by com- 
missioning many of the best officers o"f 
the volunteer organizations which saw 
service. The war department has care- 
fully preserved the records of these of- 
ficers and has at hand a long list of such 
of them as exhibited soldierly and organ- 
izing qualities. 


The story from Los Angeles, Intimat- 


ing that Brigadier General'Harrison G 
Otis has been summoned to Washington 
in order that President McKinley maj 
offer him the portfolio of war, is denied 
by all who are presumed to have knowl- 
edge of the subject, the fact that Alger 
refuses to resign not being the only 
thing in the way of Otis' advancement 
to the post in question. 


Stories of eimllar character have re- 


peatedly emanated from Los Angeles, 
General Otis' home city. If the general 
has been called at all, and war depart- 
ment officials do not admit it, it is for 
the purpose of giving President McKin- 
ley the benefit of his experiences in the 
Philippines. 


"II" Otis Had Enough 
Men. 


Chicago, June 29.—General Charles 


King, who commanded a brigade in the 
Philippines, arrived here last night.

among other things declared Mj_at if Gen- 
eral Otis had had* 50,000 troops at his com- 
mand at the outbreak of hostilities h« 
would practically have stamped out the 
Insurrection by the beginning of the 
rainy season. He expressed the opinion, 
however, that warfare of a guerilla 
character was Hkely to be ke.pt up for 
some time after the close of active op- 
position. He also said that General Otis 
should have from 50,000 to 60,000 men 
when active hostilities should be re- 
•timed-.

With the intensity of a tropical day 


the sun seemed to expend its entire 
force of furnace heat upon the unshel- 
tered sjoot in front of Santiago, where 
lay a grievously wounded American 
soldier boy. The wide, tortured eyes of 
the youth stared fearfully upward to 
the glazing zenith, past the foul birds 
watching his sufferings with calculat- 
ing vision and waiting for their human 
feast which seemed sure to come. He 
thought with sickening brain of his 
northern home—the green hills, the 
running streams, the dear mother. 
Tears welled up into his aching orbs, 
snclthe hot drops crept down his cheeks. 

He 
could not. A Mauser bullet had struck 
him in the tbigh, another in the right 
arm and another in the left.

|>arty, addressed the Amherst alumni 
yesterday. He was introduced by the 
reading of a letter from Secretary 
JLong, which spoke in high commenda- 
tion of Mr. Allen. Mr. Allen said some 
(things that are worth reading. Here 
tre some of them: 


"Regarding the Philippine question, 


I confess It gives me pain whenever I 
read of those who disturb the public 
peace of mind without offering any 
remedy. There is no desire on the part 
bf the administration today for ag- 
grandizement. I am glad to testify to 
fche unselfish devotion of the president 
tof the United States. 
(Applause). I 


tan assure you that he considers no 
Sacrifice too great for him to make if 
It is necessary for the welfare of the 
fieople. 


"At the time of the ratification of 


Ihe treaty of Paris, Washington was 
ithe center of an opposing element 
which worked incalculable harm to 
Ihe country. We hear of the atrocities 
of Wheeler and we hear the troubles 
!n the Philippines compared to the 
terrible scenes in Armenia, where do 
you find such things in the records? 
Records count. Admiral Dewey has 
strongly urged that the administra- 
tion be supported. 
Only one senti- 


ment is ever heard from those who 
know what they are talking about: 
'Uphold the hands of the administra- 
tion.' 


"Here is a work for you educated 


men. Congress is only representative 
and seldom rises above public opinion. 
It lies with you to formulate public 
opinion and thus counsel our legisla- 
tors. 
My impressions of McKinley's 


policy are these: First, he is deter- 
mined upon peace in the Philippines: 
second, he intends to turn the whole 
matter over to congress as soon as 
peace is established: third, he is de- 
termined that no act shall .take place 
Jn the Philippines which is not in the 
direction of light and civilization. Our 
flag in the Philippines means law and 
nrder. For this it is nailed to the mast 
•There is no surrender and no falling 
back from that position."

THE ABHIY AND MA JOtt WHIFFLE. 


It has been definitely decided to re- 


cruit the army under the recent act of 
congress authorizing the increase of 


;35,000 to the regular army of 65,000 men. 
This was determined yesterday at a 
conference attended by the president, 
(Secretary Alger, Adjutant General Cor- 
fcln and Colonel Bird, assistant quarter- 
master general in charge of transporta- 
tion. Secretary Alger said yesterday 
fchat General Otis would have 40,000 men 
in the Philippines at the close of the 
rainy season, when time for the re- 
enmption ol operation tn full activity 
arrives. 


The recruits will be enlisted as volun- 


teers in the United States service, and 
Secretary Alger says volunteers will 
j;ot be accepted in organizations. He 
is reported as stating that he is deter- 
mined to adhere to this as a rule, con- 
Btruing the words "at large" in the act 
. of congress to Indicate an intent which 
recruiting in organizations would run 
contrary to. Therefore, state -and local 
lines, as well as organizations will be 
•disregarded in the new enlistments. 


If is wondered in this territory if this 


decision will remain unrcvised and if it 
will interfere with the intentions of 
Major Whipple. The major announced 
yesterday that he: would organize a 
•company and offer it with himself for 
wrvice !n the Philippines. It was sus- 
pected that his plan had the approval of 
President McKinley, with whom the 
major had an interview. It is quite 
likely that at the conference In, the 
White House yesterday it was discov- 
ered that the wording of the act of con- 
Sr«9s authorizing tht Increase of the 


i army would not allow the acceptance 
i »f »uch offers as the major's.

If the major is to be disappointed he 


.(will not be tho only one to suffer dla- 
,appointment. Governor Roosevelt has 
'.Offered a regiment to the president. 
i|A. like offer has come from Southern 


California. Colonel Bryan"* old regi- 
ment la ready to enlist In a body, de- 
spite the wall that has gone.up from 
the timid ones of Kansas and Nebras- 
ka, and here In Massachusetts, In 
Lowell, a company that had seen ser- 
vice in Cuba offered itself to the gov- 
ernment. 


The government, It Is estimated, will 


enlist 10,000 men at present. The re- 
cruiting stations are now furnishing 
1COO a week, so from the offers of com- 
panies and regiments and from the 
returns from the recuruiting1 stations 
it is evident that there will be no dlf- 
f.culty In getting the required number. 
Tho lists will be full in six weeks. The 
new regiments will be officered by 
ps emoting officers of the regular army 
and by recognizing the value' of some 
of the officers of the volunteers who 
have seen active service. 


It may be noted that Major Whipple 


is an officer of volunteers who saw ac- 
tive service, and his friends may hope 
for s. commission for him in the new 
volunteers if his plan for a company 
cannot cany. 


The death of A. W. Preston removes 


one of tho old-time lawyers and well 
known men of North. Adams. Mr. Pres- 
ton had been, an able member and 
prominent figure of the Berkshire bar. 
Ha practically knew North Adams from 
its beginning. 


Curtis Guild must have a very in- 


dustrious bureau of information. Those 
"eloquent addresses" he gives are usu- 
ally reported and commented upon 
and there is probably not a newspaper 
office in the state that is* not favored 
with marked copies of the favorable 
mention. If Mr. Guild does not get the 
nomination for lieutenant governor it 
will not be because he has not worked 
for it.

"Aguinaldo was a fugitive in Asia, 


and before he was allowed to return 
and organize a following he signed a 
written, agreement with the officials of 
the "United States government consist- 
of four articles, two of which I recall: 
(a) That he would, in all material res- 
pects, be obedient to the United States 
in the Philippines, (b) In case the 
United States elected to hold the Phil- 
ippines, that he would do all in- his 
power to bring the natives into har- 
mony with this pla.n. This was stated 
to me by a responsible official who was 
present when this agreement was 
signed. Early in his career the so- 
called Aguinaldo government 
made 


sweeping confiscations of persona! and 
real property. I examined maps and 
plats <of 130,000 acres of improved real 
estate in provinces a/djacent to Manila 
which had been confiscated by "him, and 
this was but -a. small portion of the real 
estate thus seized. In additon to whole- 
sale confiscation foreign owners were 
not allowed to visit their estates in, the 
country without paying hfavy tribute 
for the privilege. The high-toned decla- 
rations for a. free government by Aguin- 
aldo have been mainly formulated to 
influence American public opinion. In 
reality his government has been ex- 
tremely despotic and tyrannical, as 
evidenced by the summary beheading 
of General Legarda, his secretary of the 
treasury, for advising against prolong- 
ing the contest with the United States, 
and by his disregard of property rights. 
It has never been shown anil cannot 
be shown, wherein the -acquisition of 
the Philippines differs in principle from 
the acquisition >of New Mexico. 
New 


Mexico was acquired as a sequence of 
war, without the consent of her people. 
If it "trampled under foot the princi' 
pics upon which the American republic 
itself 
rests," why havo American 


statesmen remained silent for 50 years, 
and legislated annually to perpetuate 
the so-called enormity? The allegation 
that the Philippines have been acquired 
with the intent to govern them without 
the consent of their people is a pwe 
assumption, as unjust as it is unpatri- 
otic. Every declaration of our govern- 
ment, every page of our history of tra- 
ditions, and every impulse of the Amer- 
ican people openly contradicts such 
statements. All the froth of turbulent 
rhetoric about violating the principles 
of Washington and Jefferson arises 
from the false assumption that the in- 
surgent government under Aguinaldo 
represents the people of the Philippines. 
Once concede the fact tljat it was the 
purpose of Aguinaldo and his 
ad-> 


herents. to use the arms provided by 
the United States to force Tagalog do- 
mination upon the people of North Lu- 
zon and upon the tribes which Inhabit 
the other Islands, and the veil is lifted 
from the romance of Philippine liberty, 
and the tragedy of- Tagalog usurpation 
and cruelty is revealed."—Dr. S. A.

1*he General'* Headanarter. Are In 


the liarffeit and Moat Impaling 
Man.lon In tbe Town—Wliera the 
Regimen** ATO Quartered — Even 
Ntpn Hat* Have Their Tenant*. 


Harry A. Armstrong, the Chicago 


Record's Phillipine correspondent, writ- 
ing from the camp at San Fernando 
tinder date of May 7, says: 


General MacArlhur faces an old fash- 


ioned clock when he sits down to dine 
in his headquarters here. The general 
and his staff, since the advance from 
Malolos, have been quartered in queer 
places. The first day, when the armored 
train was plowing its way to the Bag- 
bag river, the forces camped in a deep 
ravine under a friendly bridge. On 
pleasant days the general ate out under 
the shade of a clump of bamboo. When 
it rained, the Chinamen spread his re- 
past in his car. The car was a plain 
affair, with nothing to distinguish it 
from any other of the common cars of 
its type, but it had a mirror in it—a 
mirror that probably came from Ma- 
lolos and did duty for the toilets of ev- 
ery one, from the general down. Gen- 
eral MacArthur lived here while his 
army was gradually creeping toward 
the base of the big, blue mountain to 
the north. When he finally struck the 
enemy and Santa Tomas and San Fer- 
nando caipe into his possession, he 
spread his banner in front of a mansion 
here. 


He has made his headquarters in the 


largest and most imposing residence in 
town. The house is completely furnish- 
ed, just afl it was before the owner left, 
and contains steel engravings, oil paint- 
ings, a sideboard and canopied beds. 
The general sits at a table in the draw- 
ing room, which he has converted into 
an office. His private room is spacious. 
The ceilings are high, and the great 
wide open windows are furnished with 
rtiding green shutters. Tho bed is carv- 
ed, canopied, and looks inviting. 


This is army headquarters, and colo- 


nels, majors and aids ride up at fre- 
quent intervals, throwing their horses' 
reins to a waiting orderly as they dis- 
mount. While the caller is ascending 
the broad stone stairs the horse is led 
away to the shade of the high stone 
wall in the court, where there is a well, 
for this homestead is thoroughly ap- 
pointed. The owner ia negotiating for 
permission to return with his family. 
When he comes, he will find all that he 
left. General MacArthur may still be 
his gnest, and the orderlies and aids 
may continue to make their visits, but 
he doubtless will find satisfaction in 
being under his own roof again and 
finding his property as he left it. - 


Other private houses here are in use 


as regimental headquarters. The South 
Dakota men occupy a house which 
shows that its owner must have had 
luxurious tastes. No one seems to know 
who its former occupant was. Like the 
homestead where, General MacAthur is: 
quartered, It is richly appointed with 
high, canopied beds in the great sleep- 
ing rooms and rich carvings and gilt 
work throughout the house. Two pi- 
anos are backed up against the walls of 
a long drawing room, as though space 
had been cleared for a ball. 
Beautiful 


chandeliers, with their rich clusters of 
cut glass swinging and jingling to the 
vibration of the breeze, hang in a long 
row down the room. Out in the yard 
is a great, deep well, walled with stone 
and shaded. Here the soldiers filled 
their canteens Saturday and Sunday 
last, quenching their thirst with tie 
cool, clear water of the well. 


The Iowa regiment has a pretty home 


next.the South Dakotas. It is a little 
less pretentious and perhaps the gild- 
ings and decorations are not so ornate, 
but it is an attractive place neverthe- 
less. No one who has not been compell- 
ed to sleep on the floor or the ground 
or on a board for awhile can appreciate 
the luxury which the soldiers find in 
having beds at their disposal. 


Away out near the firing line is the 


Montana regiment. It is not a mansion 
that shelters Colonel Kessler, but .it is 
a neat house with hardwood floors and 
wide windows. Its roof is of nipa, not 
of tile, and it lacks some of the luxuries 
of the other quarters. "It is a good 
house, though," p.qid the colonel, "bet- 
ter than the one at Apalit, and that 
was the first roof I had slept under 
since the night of Feb. 8." In lieu' of a 
bed the colonel has a pile of straw in a 
corner with blankets thrown over it. 
There are a few very rickety chairs and 
a fairly good table. If tbe house ever 
held anything more elaborate in the 
way of furniture, it .waa depleted when 
the family left. 


All the houses in San Fernando are 


now in use, either as hospitals or as 
quarters for officers. Even the nipa 
huts have their tenants, captains shar- 
ing the slatted floors of these houses 
with their lieutenants. For the first 
time since thei beginning of the cam- 
paign, February last, the soldiers can 
keep dry when it rains. It must be re- 
membered that only a small percentage 
of the troops had blanliets and tents 
after the second week of the advance. 


It is a happy lot of soldiers now 


lounging in the shadows on the huts 
and trees. Today "'Deacon," who is a 
large Kansan w'ith a fund of humor, 
lapped at the captain's door. "Come 
in!" shouted thecaptain. "I jestwant- 
ed to hear bow it would sound, cap- 
tain," said the big soldier, with a 
grin, as be bowed himself into the pres- 
ence of his superior officer. "It's been 
a long time sense I knocked at any- 
body's door." Then he eat down with 
hia captain and talked over the cam- 
paign and the "houses" in which they 
nad lived.

A Prominent Citizen and Lawyer Pass* 


esAway Ihis Morning. 


An old, widely known and highly res- 


ixvtexi resident of this city passed away 
this morning: by tho death of Abiathar 
AVinn Preston, which occurred at 5:45 
o'elwk at his home, 1-1:2 Kast Main 
street. Mr. Preston suffered a shock of 
paralysis nearly three years ago, from 
which ho never fully recoveied, though 
he WHS iu a very coinfoi table condition 
and able to bo about till about three 
weeks ago, when ho- WHS attacked by a 
trouble m the right side, lie \\as con- 
fined i" hi< home from that 
time, 


though his condition was not considered 
dangerous till a week or 10 days ago, 
when it w-as seen that the case; was 
critical. He had the advantage of 
prompt and skillful medical attendance, 
but continued to fail steadily until the 
end came. He was conscious to the last 


Mr. Preston was born at Whiting- 


ham, Vt., May 39. 1S23, the son of Cap- 
tain Samuel and Lucy Goldsmith Pres- 
ton. His father was a veteran, of the 
war of 1S12, and was a prominent and 
influential 
citizen of his town and 


county. The sou grew to manhood in 
his native town, receiving his educa- 
tion in its public schools and at the old 
Whitingham academy, which in those 
days was a prominent educational insti- 
tution of that region. Later he studied 
law and was admitted to the Windham 
county bar in 3S55, 'and to the Benning- 
ton county bar in 1857. 
In 1855 he 


formed a partnership with Lawyer H. 
N. Hix of Whltingham, and they car- 
ried on a law practice under the firm 
name of Hix & Preston till 1858, when 
the firm dissolved and Mr. Preston came 
to this city, where he continued to re- 
side till the time of his death. 
After 


coming to North Adams he was> admit- 
ted to the Berkshire bar and at once 
took high rank among- the legal fra- 
ternity of northern Berkshire. In 3S66 
he admitted to partnership the late F. 
P. Brown, who later became his son-in- 
law, and for more than. 10 years the 
firm .of Preston & Brown was recog- 
nized as one of the strongest in the 
county. The partnership was dissolved 
in 1S79 or 
1SSO. 


Mr. Preston, was for many years 


prominent in public affairs. He was a 
deputy sheriff in Windham county be- 
fore coming to North. Adams, and here 
he served as chairman of the board of 
selectmen for eight or ten, years, end- 
ing about 1S79. At the close of his 
service in this office the town was free 
from debt and had money in, its' treas-* 
tu-y. While selectman lie also served as 
to« n agent, making no charge for his 
services in that capacity. 
About 
1SSO 


he was elected county commissioner 
and served one term of three years. In 
this office he displayed the rugged com- 
mon sense that was one- of his promin- 
ent characteristics and did valuable 
service for the county. Besides serving 
as selectman he was also for some yea-rs 
an influential member of the prudential 
committee of the North Adams fire dis- 
trict. 


Mr. Preston was a man of strong in- 


dividuality and of strong convictions, 
and a man who at all times had the 
courage of his convictions. He was 
absolutely frank and outspoken and 
there was never room for doubt as to 
his views on any question. He was li- 
able to be blunt in expression, but when 
he spoke those who heard him knew 
what he thought and what he meant. 
He was public-spirited, he believed in 
what was right and was always ready 
to stand for what he believed to be 
right, even if he had to stand alone, 
He knew no-thing a,nd desired ,to know 
nothing of the arts of the trimmer. His 
•advocacy of. or opposition to, any 
measure was based on conviction 
reached by a careful study of the ques- 
tion by the-best light that he had, and 
when his conclusions had been reached 
all knew where he was to be found. It 
was these qualities that made his serv- 
ices as an attorney or as a public official 
desirable and gav6 him the high stand- 
ing he occupied among those by whom 
he was well known. His natural ability 
wag marked and among his fellow- 
practitioners at the bar he was recog- 
nized as the possessor of a fine legal 
mind. As neighbor and citizen he was 
justly and highly esteemed. 
He was 


genial, kind and obliging, always mind- 
ful of the rights of others, ready to 
grant them himself and defend them 
from the encroachments of those less 
considerate and conscientious. His life 
in this community has been, one of help- 
fulneps to the comumnity and his death 
will be sincerely and widely mourned. 


On the 26th of April, 1846, at Whiting- 


ham. Mr. Preston married Miss Betsey 
Ann Bond of tha.t town, who survives 
him, with two of the four children born 
to them. These are Mrs. F. P. Brown 
and Charles M. Preston, both of this 
city. He also leaves a brother, Alean- 
der Preston of Halifax, Vt., and two 
sisters-, Mrs. Martha Stickney of Hall- 
fax, Vt., and Mrs. Lucy Coleman of 
Island City, Mo. 


The funeral will be held at the house 


Saturday afternoon at 3 o'clock, and 
the burial will be in the family lot in 
Hillside cemetery. It is expected the 
services -will be conducted by Rev. Dr. 
A. C, Osboiru president of Benedict 
college, Columbia, S. C., and formerly 
pastor of the Baptist church in this 
city, where he recently arrived with 
his family to spend the summer.

Columbia and Defender Try 


Conclusions in a~Run, 


KILLS DISEASE GERMS. 


New Discovery Which Is Likely to 


Supersede the Serum Treatment. 


New London, Conn., June "3.—in a ciS- 


mile beat to windward 
yej-tss-day tl-5 


Columbia beat the Defender eight m'n 
utes, besides giving the old champicn'a 
two-minute handicap. Yachtsmen ar« 
jubilant, for a yacht's most sterling 
qualities must come out in a race to 
windward. The race was from Brenton's 
n ef lightship, off Newport, to New Lon- 
don. 
The Defender was given a two- 


minute start. Thirty-two miles of the 
33 was a beat to windward with such a 
stiff breeze blowing that neither yacht 
cared to carry a working topsail, and ii 
was in this' kind of work that Columbia 
gained such a long lead, averaging moi'5 
than a quarter of a minute faster each 
mile than Defender. At this time the 
water was very rough, but the new boat 
rode very easily and did not buffet the 
waves as much as Defender. 


It looked like an all-day storm, and a 


stiff breeze from the southwest kicked 
up quite a sea outside, putting white 
crests on the waves in the inner harbor. 
The Defender hoisted anchor shortly af tei 
10 o'clock and ran down the east pas- 
sage under her jib. 
Her mainsail v»as 


hoisted on the way out< and Captain 
Rhodes sailed down as far as Castle Hill 
to get a look at the water outside. Then 
he knocked about the bay, awaiting the 
Columbia. 


The crew of the Columbia hauled 


anchor at 11:15. and she was towed down 
as far as Castle Hill, where the hawser 
was cast off, and the yacht beat out to 
sea under her three lower sails. 


The Defender was inside of Bren- 


ton's Reef lightship loafing along under 
jib and mainsail, waiting for her rival. 
There was a pretty heavy sea. and as 
the two yachts plunged along, clouds of 
spray were thrown Into the air from 
•under their bows and fell.away to lee- 
ward. 
The weather was threatening at 


the start, and a light rain compelled 
the crews to don ttieir oilskins. 
The 


showers were not heavy, but lasted 
nearly all day. 


The Columbia ran up to the Defender 


rapidly and continued on the starboard 
tack until the lightship was passed. 
The Columbia was at that time 300 yards 
to the leeward of the Defender and half 
her length ahead. 


At 12 o'clock both boats tacked around 


the lightship. 
They continued along 


on this hitch for about flve minutes, the 
Columbia luffing up to take a haul on 
the jib halyard. 
At 
12:20 the De- 


fender broke out her staysail, and the 
race was on with the Defender to wind- 
ward. 
At 12:30 both ships tacked to 


port, heading toward Point Judith and 
footing very fast. At first the Defender 
gained a trifle, but as they continued on 
this hitch, the Columbia crawled up 
slowly, and, but for a shift, in the wind 
more to the south, would have crossed the 
Defender's bow on the next tack. 
The 


shift in the wind helped the Defender 
considerably, and when at 1 o'clock the 
Columbia tacked to starboard, about a 
mile off Point Judith whistling buoy, 
she could have almost forced the De- 
fender about, but the latter tacked 100 
feet off the former under her lee bow. 


Captain Barr could not stand having 


his wind stolen by the Defender long, so 
he fetched about at 1:05 and stood up 
along shore on the port tack. 
Then 


the Columbia began to gain slowly on 
the Defender, and at the same time got 
into the wind better. In 25 minutes the 
new boat had workeij across the De- 
fender's bow and was to the windward of 
her. 


With plenty of wind the Columbia and 


the Defender held down the shore on 
the port tack, the former continuing to 
gain. 
Off Noyes' Point, at 2:20, the 


Columbia was over half a mile ahead 
and steadily increasing her lead, ariS 
when she finally came about, off the end 
of Fisher's Island, the distance be- 
tween the two was nearly a mile. 


At 3:38 the Columbia took her final 


port hitch, this time fetching well by 
Race Rock. 
The Defender held on the 


starboard tack an* then turned after the 
leader. 
The boats proceeded up the 


.larbor, the Columbia coming to an- 
chor at 4:28 and the Defender at 4:36. 
The yachts made a splendid marine pic- 
ture as they raced up the bay with their 
enormous sail bellying out with the 
strong breeze from over the quarter, and 
with the water curling away from their 
s%arp bows. 


Off the Pequot the Columbia dropped 


her jib and forestaysail and let go her 
anchor. 
Well out in the stream the 


Defender anchored near by. 


Both boats were sailed skilfully. Cap- 


tain Barr was at the Columbia's wheel 
the entire distance, and Captain Rhodes 
steered the Defender. 
After .the first 


10 miles the race was uninteresting to 
watch, for the Columbia had in that 
short distance worked out into a fine 
windward position and gained steadily 
on the Defender. 


While everything was being made 


snug aboard the Defender, her managing 
owner, Butler Duncan, rowed over to 
the Columbia and congratulated 
Mr. 


Iselin on the splendid showing the new 
boat had made. 


Everybody aboard the Columbia was 


delighted at the racer's great speed. 
Mr. Iselin said that he was more than 
ever satisfied with his boat. 
He said 


he had not figured out how many min- 
utes she had beaten the Defender, but 
Woodbury Kane stated that he thought 
about eight minutes was nearly right.

ticket, with the party organization under 
his control anc! a ticket made up of hip 
partisans.

Dr. Loew Perfecting Products of Great Value 


to Science and Medicina.

Washington, June29.—Dr. Oscar L 


one of the expert vegetable patholosistj 
of the agrieiiltuia", department, has fle- 
ve'oped to what he believes is a point of 
practical use a new treatment for germ 
diseases which promises to supersede 
the serum treatment now in use in diph- 
theria, fevers and many other disease. 
Dr. Loow's wor'c has been carried on for 
several years in collaboration with Dr. 
E. lummeric/i. The experiments have 
b'en conducted in the laboratories of 
Munich and this country. 


The results never have been published 


in full, but have been such as to warrant 
introducing the treatment into actual 
hospital practice. The treatment ii 
similar in seme respects to the serum 
treatment, but depends on a different 
principle, tr'e basic- idea being the pres- 
ence of a class of ferments known as 
enzymes, which are produced by the 
sums bacteria that produce the disease. 
It is because of the production, or rather 
over-prfithiction, of a certain enzyme 
that a disease such as typhoid will "run 
its course" and then die out of the sys- 
tem. The bacteria in this case, it is 
stated, are simply killed out by the fer- 
ment fhpy produce. 


The object of the new treatment is to 


•produce a pure enzyme which, intro- 
duced into the human system, will kill 
the disease germs without injuring the 
patient. This differs from the principle 
of inoculation for smallpox and other 
diseases where the object is to give the 
patient a mild type of the disease to ren- 
der him immune to the more virulent 
type. 


Dr. Loew and his colleague, Dr. Em- 


merich, have studied and cultivated the 
erzymes of various diseases, and it Is 
c'aimed have found that the enzymes of 
certain bacteria will kill not only their 
parent germs, but also the germs of 
cboiera. typhoid fever, anthrax, diph- 
theria, black plague, staphlococci and 
probably gonococci. An enzyme that 
will be fatal to tnbe>?ulosis is being 
sought, though the bacillus of tuber- 
culosis seems tobeincapableof producing 
an enzyme that is fatal to'itself. This is 
also true of the black plague, and for 
th'is reason the .aprum of black plague 
was applied without success in the cases 
recently developed in one of the labora- 
tories in Vienna. 


The enzymes are very unstable prod- 


ucts and for this reason quickly deterior- 
ate, but Dr. Loew believes he has found 
a method of preserving them in shape 
for use. The further development of this 
form of treatment is awaited with inter- 
est by scientists.

Trance and the Conditions That 


Brought About the Return 


of the Exifed Captain, 


D 


REYFUS, the world's most notable 
political prisoner since the day 
when Napoleon cooled his ardorous 


heels on the lonely rocks of Elba, is 
soon to face another court martial. In 
a few days this man will stand before 
the supreme military judicial body of 
that republic to receive a tardy vindi- 
cation or a final condemnation for al- 
leged crimes for which he has already 
endured so much. 


This long delayed reopening of the 


Dreyfus case and the immediate cir- 
cumstances which led up to that event 
might well be classed as one more vic- 
tory for the press, for undoubtedly it 
was the Paris Figaro and the *old pol- 
icy of its brilliant editor which brought 
about the gradual reawakening of the 


, effective thing, and 
in France today j 


! there is an awakening desire for some 
native equivalent to the good old fash- 


; ioned English Blackstone and the open 


i court and jury. 


But while the Paris mob has been 


learning, these little lessons Captain 
Dreyfus has been let't to pace his lone- 
ly eel! on Devil's island. Amid all the 
many hysterical revulsions of feeling 
through which the volatile and mercu- i 
rial Parisian temperament has been 
passing during the last year or two the j 
Alsatian officer who had been torn from 
his family and bundled off to the little 
island in the remote Atlantic found 
little solace in the fact that a Zola had 
followed him into exile or that an of- 
ficer or two had cut their throats rath- 


the contents of a waste paper basket 
from the German embassy. Some time 
previous to this a document had been 
lirougnt to the secret service officers in 
Paris by one of the spies whose busi- 
ness it :s to watch the foreign embas- 
sies. This document purported to be a 
note from one foreign spy to another, 
and, among other things, it contained j 
this significant sentence: "This dog of 
a D. is really getting loo greedy." 


Who was this D.V 
It was obvious that some officer whose 


name began with ths letter D was dis- 
posing of state secrets to foreigners 
and was evidently making a good thins 
out of it. For some time previous to 
his summary arrest Captain 
Alfred 


Dreyfus had been attached to the sec- 
ond bureau of the French general staff, 
where the first plans of the organiza- 
tion and mobilization of the army are 
prepared and talked over. The chief of 
the military secret service at that time 
was one Paty de Clam, a servant of the 
government, who was afterward mads 
a major. This letter, or bordereau, 
which had been found in the waste pa- 
per basket was a communication con- 
taining an invoice of five military se- 
crets, which the writer stated he would 
send to the unnamed person addressed, j 
Though found early in the summer, the! 
bordereau was not taken to the war of- 
tice until October, where it was pre- 
sumably torn up by the designing Colo- 
nel Henry and later pieced together and 
pasted in one sheet. 
When General 


fua trembled violently. The ruse work- 
ed, so Paty de Clam continued to dic- 
tate from the telltale document, and it 
;s claimed by his enemies that Dreyfus 
became ashen white, shook so that his 
hand could not form the words and 
flung away the pen. Thereupon Paty 
tie Clara gave the word, a commissary 
of police rushed from hiding into the 
room, and Dreyfas was openly charged 
with conspiracy 
and high treason. 


What else took place has never been 
told, for it is only the governmental side 
of the story that has in any way been 
made public, and there must necessari- 
ly have been scenes and incidents that 
it would be wise to suppress and dis- 
tort. The crowds along the Parisian 
boulevards were crying "Crucify him!" 
and the military Pilates o£ the war de- 
partment dared not face a storm of 
public disapproval. 


This, then, practically was the ground 


upon which Dreyfus was degraded, 
transported to lie du Diable and brand- 
ed as a renegade and a traitor through- 
out the enraged republic. 


After Dreyfus left France, passion- 


ately and persistently declaring his in- 
noconce, feeling against all of his 
friends and family continued to be bit- 
ter in the extreme. Any one bearing 
his name was marked out tor persecu- 
tion of the most virulent form. 
His 


family was insulted and spurned, and 
children of his relatives wera driven 
from French schools. In the mean- 
while the most of Paris waited for tha 


i suicida it is believed that he would 
I have been made away with, as had 
! been dona with others, long before this. 
Today this officer stands forth a singu- 
lar type of honor, loyalty and courage, 
thrown in among an army devoted by 
its chiefs: to perjury, treason, forgery 
and cowardly and irresolute'.deceit. 


In October, 1897, M. Scheurer-Kest- 


r.er. the vice president of the senate 
and an immovable member of that 
body, laid certain papers before the 
minister o£ war and claimed the moral 
necessity for a reconsideration of the 
former verdict against Dreyfus. The 
government promised 
action- in two 


weeks. The time expired^ and no ac- 
tion was taken. The senator from Al- 
sace then at once made public his posi- 
tion in the press and further stated 
that a rich and well known officer had 
been asked to resign because even after 
Dreyfus' deportation military secrets 
had been leaking out from the war de- 
partment with an alarming frequency. 
.The senator further declared that the 
divulger of these later secrets was the 
author of the famous bordereau for 
which Dreyfus had been banished. This 
letter threw Paris into a tumult and 
drew Major Esterhazy into the case, 
that officer declaring that he had re- 
ceived further proof of the. Jewish of- 
ficer's guilt from information which, he 
claimed, was placed in his hand by a 
certain "veiled lady."

Dreyfus' brother published an open and 
direct accusation of Major Esterhazy, 


ant." The subsequent suicide of Colo- 
nel Henry, who had done so much roar- 
ing and bellowing about military hon- 
or, showed only too clearly who was re- 
sponsible for this potent epistle which 
the condemned prisoner had never ev»n 
been allowed to see. 


Since that time several changes have 


taken place, with which the world is 
quite familiar. 
The Dupuy ministry 


has come and gone. Zola has returned 
to France.. Picquart has been released. 
Dreyfus is at last nearin? home, 
and the final act of the drama is 
about to be played. But to.American 
minds and American ways of Igoking 
at legal methods the entire affair seems 
incredible and puzzlingly shocking. Ac- 
cording to our law, in the first place, 
the act of which Dreyfus was accused 
would not be looked upon as treason, 
excepting, of course, in time of actual 
war. As to the methods of such a trial, 
if it had chanced to take place in this 
country the accused would have the 
absolute right to be confronted by wit- 
nesses and have exhibited in court a 
written proof of his guilt, so that the 
same might be deliberately examined 
and, if possible, contradicted. The de- 
fensa of the French court for condemn- 
ing a prisoner without producing the 
slightest vestige of tangible or visible 
evidence was the plea that the publica- 
Jion of the actual facts would place 
France at the mercy of her enemies; 
yet, on the other hand, no matter how 
true this may be, in all civilized coun- 
tries that have any regard for justice 
and the sacred rights of persons no cit- 
izen is deprived of liberty, property or 
home by any system of secret legal pro- 
cedure. What was asked for by Ballot- 
Beaupre was not that the court of cas- 
sation should proclaim the innocence of 
Dreyfus, but simply that a revision ot 


JUSTICE ASSERTS HERSELF ONCE MORE IN FRANCE, 


national conscience of France and the 
necessity for a. reconsideration of the 
original .Dreyfus verdict—a trial it 
could scarcely be called. 


It was. in -March of this present year 


that Ferr;and de Rodays, The Figaro's 
editor, astounded all Paris by the pub- 
lication of the minutes of the secret in- 
quiry into the Dreyfus case by the 
criminal chamber. Just how The Fi- 
garo came into possession of these min- 
utes has been and still is a puzzling se- 
cret, taut it had its own peculiar effect. 
It may sound absurd, but it is never- 
theless true, that the average French- 
man has a sneaking love for honor. He 
has, however, a still greater love for 
his army. But The Figaro has made a 
nation that-could not altogether shake 
off the haunting consciousness of a na- 
tional injustice yet seemed willing 
enough to endure that feeling rather 
than face an attack on its darling mili- 
tary organization, do reluctant jus- 
tice by the man who for four years has 
been the victim of what might be term- 
ed that nation's official cowardice. 


But the Dreyfus who left France four 


years ago is not the Dreyfus who is 
just returning to his native country. 
The popular young Alsatian 
officer, 


brilliant, talented, ambitious and once 
a. sturdy, energetic, well built man, is 
now being convoyed homeward from 
exile Under heavy guard, a broken 
down, wornout, white haired wreck of 
his former self. The unstable Gallic 
temper that one year ago howled down 
the thought of a revision is now glad 
enough to welcome the hero back again, 
Paris has sadly found that the word of 
a. soldier, "on his honor," is not always 
the best of evidence. It has been real- 
ized that the military method of court 
procedure is a very unreliable and in- 


er than face the consequences of their 
evil doing. But the mills of the gods, if 
they grind slow, grind exceeding fine 
—even in France. 


It is-to wipe out the stains of former 


disgraces that the French cruiser Sfax 
is now on its way from lie Eoyale to 
France with Dreyfus on board. Today 
every friend of France hopes that this 
last act -of a long and dark drama, will 
turn out to be the vindication of a. for- 
getful nation's honor. 
Already more 


ink than blood has been spent on the 
affair, but the world is still waiting 
with bated breath to see .just how that 
last act will end. 
' 'it was on the first day of November, 
1894, that The Libre Parole surprised 
all Paris by the announcement that a 
Jewish staff officer named Dreyfus had 
betrayed France and was confined in 
th'e prison of Cherche Midi. One week 
before this The Libre Parole'had hinted 
at the fact that an officer was suspect- 
ed of treason. Immediately the name 
of Dreyfus was mentioned in connec- 
tion with the affair all that ribald 
press of Paris which seven years before 
had championed the cause of the Bou- 
langists began to pour invective upon 
the supposed traitor. It was discovered 
that he was a Jew. 'It was whispered 
he had befriended Germany—of all na- 
tions! Paris did not wait until his in- 
nocence was established or disproved. 
The army had been insulted, and that 
was enough. The cry was, sent up that 
all France had been sold to a. Jewish 
syndicate. There came a hysterical cry 
that all Jews bn drummed out of the 
army. The outbreak took on the na- 
•ture of a revolution, and those men 
who guided the ship of state began to 
tremble for their own safety. 


A letter, it seems, had been found in 


Mercier, minister of war, inspected this 
document, he commissioned Paty de 
Clam to make an investigation. Now, 
Paty de Clam was never known as an 
archangel. His past record was a, bad 
one, and at the prefecture of police of 
Paris there was enough incriminating 
evidence of past misdeeds to convict 
him .several times over, but he was a 
shrewd and clever,. agent as a secret 
service employee and had sufficient po- 
litical "pull" to feel secure. 


Then 'the famous bordereau was sub- 


mitted, along with an unsigned speci- 
men of Dreyfus' handwriting, to M. Go- 
bet, who was the ' expert graphologist 
of the court of appeals and i\\?n »r . • 
Bank of France. What he did not know 
about forgery and handwriting 'was 
scarcely worth the knojving. His deci- 
sion was that the bordereau might 
quite possibly have been written by a 
hand other than that of the person sus- 
pected. This sort of thing would never 
do, of course, so the ministry; of war 
had to search about for a more com- 
plaisant expert. The necessary person 
was found in M. Bertillon, who was 
quite willing and ready to swear to 
anything and everything suggested by 
the worthy officials of the war depart- 
ment. 


It was on the 15th of October that 


Dreyfus was summoned to appear be- 
fore Paty de Clam. There, it is said, 
he was commanded to write certain 
words from dictation. He took his pen 
and wrote as directed. When Paty de 
Clam suddenly dictated a sentence from 
the bordereau, it is reported that Drey- 


traitor to kill himself, as Is the French 
fashion, and were infinitely disappoint- 
ed when he did not do.so. Equally per- 
turbed 
were certain 
army 
officials 


whose conduct had not been of the no- 
blest and most upright. 


Then came the beginning of the end. 


A little flame of sympathy burned up 
!n certain quarters for the lonely pris- 
jner on Devil's island. There were a 


: number of the better class of more in- 
telligent and rational Frenchmen who 
refused to be swept off their feet by 
this anti-Semitic flood of popular dis- 
approval. These, together with a few 
friends and relatives, aided by the un- 
fortunate officer's devoted wife, worked 
patiently and incessantly for a revision 
of that first unfair trial. For a time all 
these efforts came to nothing. 
Army 


officers made it their business to keep 
alive the anti-Semitic feeling in the 
popular mind, and the government saw 
to it that all disturbing questioners 
were discreetly silenced. 


Then, while experts were kept busy 


examining the handwriting of the bor- 
dereau and while The Figaro was clam- 
oring for another trial, Colonel Pic- 
quart was placed in charge of the .se- 
cret service department. If France only 
knew it, this same Colonel Picquart has 
done, more to save his. country from na- 
tional disgrace than has any other, man 
of this decade. 
His new position as 


head of the secret service department 
gave him opportunities to conscien- 
tiously investigate the case of the man 
he had done his best to condemn. The 
result of that investigation was the 
conviction that the condemned man 
was innocent of the crime of. which he 
had been accused, and, because Pic- 
quart was brave enough to declare his 
belief, he was exiled. When he returned 
from exile, he still persisted in drag- 
ging the truth to light and was impris- 
oned for his pains. If he had not pub- 
licly declared in court that If he were 
found dead in his cell it would be a 
case of cold murder and not a so called 


claiming that this officer, who was the 
illegitimate and shady charactered son 
of an. Austrian count, was himself the 
author of the bordereau, and, to back 
up this assertion, there were produced 
many telltale letters 'written by Ester- 
hazy, in which he expressed hatred for 
all Jews and in which he also said some 
very dubious things' about his beloved 
country. A court martial was neces- 
sary, but the government knew how to 
manipulate all such things when they 
threatened to be dangerous to its own 
existence. Esterhazy was, of course, 
acquitted, and it was one more victory 
for Paty de Clam. 


Then came the dramatic intrusion of 


Zola upon the field as the supporter of 
Dreyfus and the publication of the not- 
ed novelist's now famous letter. It was 
a letter that thrilled all France and 
made the collective hair of the war de- 
partment stand up on its righteous 
head. In that letter Zola declared that 
Paty de Clam was the diabolical work- 
er of a judicial error, that the minister 
of war knew well enough that < Ester- 
hazy himself had written the borde- 
reau for which Dreyfus was rotting in 
prison and that certain ones in high 
places knew the facts of the case, but 
were too cow.ardly to face a reopening 
of the case, all of which, of course, was 
very indiscreet on M. Zola's part,, for 
he was straightway placed on trial." He 
had been a .traitor to his country and 
had insulted the French army! 


There was a great deal of bellowing 


and ranting about honor and patriotism 
and state secrecy. Zola's speech at his 
trial was as powerful and convincing 
as had been his letter, but one cannot 
drag in the mire all the official names 
of a republic, no matter how justly, and 
expect to go scqt free. The novelist, 
after trial before a "stuffed" jury, was 
sentenced to a year in prison for his 
pains, but made a timely escape to 
England. His action, however, had one 
good effect on the situation—it could 
not but force things to a focus. At his 
examination.-a most important piece of 
evidence came out, too, for it was shown 
that when Dreyfus had been put on 
trial all the members of the court mar- 
tial did not believe him to be guilty and 
had hesitated to condemn him. It was 
further shown that it was at this time 
that General Mercier had taken them 
aside and shown them the letter which 
bore the apparently telltale sentence, 
"Ce canaille de D. devient trop «xig«- 


the trial of 1894 he granted and legal 
consent to send the prisoner for a re- 
trial given. In asking for such action 
Ballot-Beaupre was simply voicing that 
awakening conscience which has begun 
to disturb the dreams of France, at one 
time the,most brilliant and the most 
unstable 'of European nations. 


In connection with the return of Drey- 


fus and the final settlement of the long 
standing question of his innocence or 
guilt there is one thing which the world 
will hot soon forget, whatever the re- 
sult of the new trial may be. That is 
the touching and beautiful correspond- 
ence which has passed between the ex- 
iled officer and his devoted wife. In all 
literature there exist no pages more 
moving, more tragical, more tender. 
These letters more than anything else 
have been a factor in gradually chang- 
ing public opinion in France. They have 
shown the loyal nature, the energetic 
character, the loving heart of a man 
bearing heroically up under circum- 
stances that would long since have 
crushed a less virile and hopeful char- 
acter. 


"Do you remember," he writes in one 


of those pathetic letters from his living 
grave on Devil's island—"do you re- 
member my saying how happy we were; 
that we could envy no one? Position, 
fortune, mutual love, adorable children 
—everything smiled upon us and not a 
cloud in all the heavens! And then 
came the thunderbolt!" 


If during the next few weeks a few 


new thunderbolts do not suddenly come 
to astound Paris, all persons familiar 
with "L*Affaire Dreyfus" will be very 
much surprised.

EXPLORATION WITH CASKS. 


The British -Geographical society 1s 


about to make a departure in investi- 
gating the poles. Some years ago Cap- 
tain George Melnotte, the famous ex- 
plorer, was wrecked on an ice flii» 
somewhere in the Arctic sea. His ship 
fell to pieces under the pounding of the 
billows, but he and the crew escaped in. 
a boat. The fragments of his craft 
were never found, yet on pulling away 
a strong current toward the pole was 
encountered. This set the explorer to 
thinking. If the pieces of ths ship wore 
carried off into unknown seas, why 
might not human agencies be? 


A farseeing geographer says, "Why 


undergo this human risk when it can 
be obtained with the use of oak casks?" 
It is,never too late to adopt a good 
idea, and so, acting on the suggestion, 
the society in question is about to set 
afloat 100 specially made casks on Arc- 
tic waters. These casks are to be made 
on the principle of a spindle, conical 
shaped at each end, of 20 gallons ca- 
pacity and iron hooped. They are to bi 
set afloat in Bering strait, and it is 
thought that at the end of four or five 
years they may be expected to turn up 
at Spitsbergen and Greenland, during 
which period they will have traveled 
around the pole. Should present geo- 
graphical deductions be correct, these 
casks may demonstrate the existence 
of a. current far enough to the north 
and west to meet the polar drifts which 
run southward along the east coast of 
Greenland, whence it turns to the west- 
ward, thence to the southward, where, 
as part nf the Labrador pack, it even- 
tually finds its way into the Atlantic 
ocean. You can trace this route in the 
arctic regions on any good map of the 
world. 


So far as regards the stability of the 


casks to stand the great strain they are 
sure to be subjected to" on their novel 
voyage, they will be made of oak staves 
1% inches thick, bound round with 
heavy iron hoops three-sixteenths of an 
inch thick and 2 inches wide. 
Coated 


with a solution of pitch and rosin, the 
casks will be almost corrosive proof. 
They are to be placed on the heavy floe 
pieces, that they may drift with the ice. 
Each cask is to contain a number of 
records, printed in the principal lan- 
guages of the world, these requesting 
the finder of any one cask to preserve 
.the latter, but to send the records to 
the hydrographic office of his own 
country, such office, in turn, to send to 
all other important countries the other 
records found within the cask, stating 
the latitude and longitude where found. 


A FAD OF ROYAt/TY. 


The fashion of men wearing bracelet! 


is said to be on the increase in Eng- 
land in aristocratic circles, thus follow- 
ing the example set by royalty. It is, 
of course, purely continental in its ori- 
gin,

Manager for Glasgow Mills in South 


Harilsy Falls. Will Retain Posi- 


tion Here. 


C. W. Dennett of this city, agent of) 


the Johnson Manufacturing company 
and Dunbar mills, was yesterday elect- 
ed general manager of the Glasgow 
mills of South Hartley Falls. These 
mills are do be started within a short 
time, and will employ 250 hands. This 
does not mean that Mr. Dennett will 
leave this city, but that he will have 
charge of both enterprises, and will 
clivi-.le his ti:na between this city and 
South Htidk-y Falls. 


Mr. Dennett will immediately assume 


the duties of his position and get tho 
mi)! to running as soon as it is pos- 
sible To do so. Mr. Dennett is well 
known in the cottoa manufacturing 
trade, and his acceptance of the gen- 
eral managership of the new company 
.will enlarge the scope of his work, but 
as the mills work on practically the 
same grade of goods he will be able to 
give the South Hadley Falls mills a 
gwd share of his attention. 


He has been seven years in this city 


as agent and is acknowledged to be a 
thoroughly competent and up-to-date 
mill man, so that the Glasgow people 
ara congratulating themselves on se- 
curing him. 


The Glasgow mill has been shut down 


for about three years. It was origin- 
ally built by a company organized by 
George M. Atwater of Springfield and 
had done a very profitable business un- 
til the hard times of four or five years 
ago, finally shutting down in 1896. Ar- 
rangements for the reopening of the 
mills have been in progress for some 
months. 


The mills have made colored cotton 


goods and this will be the staple manu- 
facture when they reopen, although 
more attention will be paid to the pro- 
duction of a higher class of goods than 
formerly. Henry R. Hinckley of North- 
ampton is the president of the company 
and W. R. Hill of South Hadley Falls 
is the treasurer. The mill has been kept 
in good conditoin during the 
three- 


years' shutdown and it is expected that 
but few changes will be necessary to 
enable it to start, although there is a 
vast amount of detail to arrange for. 


PITTSFIELO CAN'T PAY BILLS, 


Until It Has a New City Auditor: 


Learned's Books 6nw Worse. 


When the report of the examination 


of the books of G. Albert Learned, ex- 
acting city auditor of Pittsfield, now in 
jail awaiting trial on a charge of for- 
gery, is made, It is expected there will 
be a surprise in. store for the city. Mr. 
TJardwell has spent considerable time 
en the books this week and has found 
numerous mistakes. These mistakes 
extend back of May'l, at which time it 
was supposed the books of the auditor 
had been ccrmpar'ed with those of other 
city officials1. In February the expert 
finds the books were falsified arid it is 
rumored that $125 was secured that 
month on a bill never contracted by 
the city. 


There are many rumors afloat in 


Pittsfield as to the amount that .Learn- 
ed's shortage will reach, but up to the 
present time it is all guess work. The 
examination has not progressed far 
enough for any kind kind of a report to 
be made and until such time as Mr. 
Bardwell has finished the work little 
will be given to the public. 


Pending the appointment or election 


of a city auditor, City Treasurer Ken- 
nedy will not pay1 the teachers' of the 
public schools. He probably prefers to 
be on the safe side in the matter, al- 
though he could draw his checks as 
city treasurer for the amount due each 
teacher the same as he usually does, as 
teachers and others whose claims come 
to the city on pay rolls, are not paid by 
an order made by the mayor and 
auditor as other bills are. 


The Pittsfleld council met again last 


evening, but failed to elect an auditor. 
A resolve was introduced to the effect 
that an ordinance be passed placing 
the auditor and other city 
officers 


under bonds. There being no election 
of auditor, Mayor Whiting appointed 
Dennis A. Curtin as acting auditor, 
and he assumed his duties this morn- 
ing.

TOO MUCH EXAMINATION, 


Dr. Bascom Criticizes Modern Methods 


of Instruction. Phonetic Spelling, 


Yesterday's program at the teacher's 


institute -at Laurel park opened with 
Professor John Bascom's lecture on 
"The controlling purpose in instruc- 
tion." Dr Bascom dealt chiefly with the 
manner of presenting the subject to the 
pupil. He thought that too much im- 
portance was laid on facts and too 
much stress laid on examinations. A 
good examination paper may prove a 
good memory (and in the case of ex- 
aminations of the present day usually 
a crammed one,) while oftentimes, it 
happens that t-he rational powers are ab- 
solutely dwarfed. The ability to think 
is of greater value than a collection, of 
facts with no intelligent reason for their 
existence. 


In speaking of phonetic spelling, he 


saw a disadvantage which would not 
occur to those who spell easily and nat- 
urally from childhood. By changing 
the spelling of many of the most diffi- 
cult words, and because difficult, often- 
times the easiest for the poor speller, 
according to Dr. Bascom, who speaks 
from a personal experience, families of 
words and words having the same de- 
rivation are done away with, and the 
unfortunate pupil whose memory' failed 
him, 
is deprived of the means through 


which his judgment might aid him to 
a large extent. 
*
